In ths Bute. We say a few for the 
lack of a general term that tfpress- 
sa a lesser number.

The ser- 
vant declares that Madame Ulaz 
forced her husband to tlee the city 
at 4 o'clock In the morniug through 
fsar 'that he would ho assassinated. 

President DIas protested at his 
wife's actions and used every argu- 
ment poB8ilil<>. l)iit finally was over- 
come by his wife's pleas, and he 
and the family fled. The Oeampo 
woman said: 

"To his family DIas always said 
that he would never resign and that 
he would not be driven to It. but 
would stay and tlRht It out. and If 
need be, die Hghtlng, but my mis- 
tress argued night and day with 
him and told him that his lite was 
worth more to her than to the un- 
grateful Mexicans or to a country 
Inhabited, by sueh people. 

"His raotgnatlon had been made 
out for more than a month by Diss's 
attorney, and on the afternoon of 
May S5, about 3 o'clock, Madame 
Dies brought the paper to Dies, who 
was 8i'iiir<l In front of a mahogany 
library table in tlie library of his 
home on old Cadena street, this 
city, with his head buried In hia 
hands and tears coursing down hIa 
cheeks. 

"I had been helping I.us .Noriega, 
another maid, dress Madame, and 
Stood just behind the heavy cur- 
talna loading to the itata living 
room next to the library. The heavy 
clock In the hall struck three as 
Msdame put her arjji around Diaz's 
head and began rea^g the resig- 
nation to him. 'No, no,' he said, 'I 
will not sign that' Thra Madame 
argued In a low voice, careesing him 
soothingly, and Anally took his 
hand, in which she plaeed a pen, 
and started to guide It over the 
paper at the bottom of the resigna- 
tion. Dial Jerked his hand away, 
and springing to his feet, his eyes 
biasing, said: 

-' 'I will not sign this. I will 
stay here in my country and care 
for It.' 

"Madame Diaz soothed him and 
then rang the bell. I answered be- 
fore any. of the other servanta got 
there. I then brought a freah piece 
of paper and then his wife led the 
old man. trembling with mixed an- 
ger, grief and regret, back to hia 
chair, took his right hand wltli the 
pen and guMed It as he rewrote the 
entire resignation and signed It. 

"No attention was paid to me 
and I stood watching and llstenln*,'.

The original raalgnatlon 
drawn up by the lawyer lay on the 
floor, and It was afterrard burned 
up and never used.

— Justice 
John Marshall Harlan, the oldeat 
member of the Snprama Coart of 
the United States In point of aanrlca 
as well aa In years, whose dissent- 
ing optaiona in the two great trust 
cases recently decided by the couri 
have attracted attention every- 
where, will celebrate his aerenty- 
elghtb birthday anniversary to-mor- 
row. Following bis annual custom 
the distinguished Kentucklan Is pre- 
paring to leave for his summer 
liome at .Murray Bay Hill, Canada, 
where he will remaia aatll October, 
when the eoart rasamea its ses- 
aloaa. 

Aaked about stories that appear 

from time to time concerning his 
retirement. Justice Harlan said; 

"On Thursday I will be seventy- 
eight years of age. Ob Oocember 
10 I ahall hava haan on the bench 
thirty-fbar yaara. If I raonfn there 
until Jaa« 10. 1912. lust a little 
more than a .vear now, I ^hall have 
served longer than any other jus- 
tice since tbe organization of the 
court. Ton aak about my retire- 
ment. Of coarse In view of my are 
that Is a aubject that often comes 
up In mv mind. Now and then t 
have a strong wish to surrender all 
he cares of ofllce and have com- 
iilete rest from Judicial labor, but 
when I come squarely up to (he 
oolnt. I abrtnk from tho idea of re- 
ffrement. and a( this time have no 
purpose to quit mr position. 

"f have led a lahorloiu life as a 
.Tndge. but I am In as good condl- 
tfon as any man of my age has a 
right to expect I have been sick 
onlv twice la seventy-eight years. 
Perhaps one -of the beet proofs Is 
tbat with the exception of a time 
oassed In Paris as a member of tbe 
Bering Sea tribunal of arbitration 
and an attack of (rrip some ten 
vears ago.

BMver Dam, Ky.. May 31.— In 
my latt articl* I told of the 
Bummer campalsB In 
and return to Tyn«r SUtloB. Tron. 
The hot weather and hard campaign 
through which we had gone had 
thinned our ranks lonBldcrably. 
8om« ware kllle4 In battle and 
man/ wen left tick In the hosiiital. 

We were destined not to auy at 
Tyner Station, for In a few daye we 
marched to Chattanooga. Arrlv- 
In that city or.o evening, on the 
same night wo pvacuated the city 
and started on a forced march to 
Lafayette. Oa., a distance of 30 
rmllee. On that mareh John Chinn 
and Fount Tatnm fell out from f«- 
tipue and sickness, were captured, 
taken to a northern prlFcn and neT- 
er returned. 

We arrived In Lafayette one ev- 
ening and next morning moved back 
In the same direction In whicb we 
had come. We stared a day or two 
on Pigeon mountain, then we spent 
a few days maneuvering, marching 
C/^m point to point, and on the 19th 
of September. Major Rice K. f'ravos. 
with two batteries o' nrtlllory and 
supported by the 2d and 9th Ky. 
Rerlments. cro s sed orer the Chtek- 
amauge rlTor to the west bank of 
■A>>> stream and opened one of the 
-net (Ipfiiicratc Imttlos ever fOUght 
ni the. soil of America. 
Now It Is not my purpose to give 
graphic account of that battle, as 
can be read in the school hlstor- 
tp« of onr country, but simply to 
give the Incidents leading up to It 
which are not recorded In hlstorv. 
After that nrtlllorv duel, which 
lasted about nnp hour, our com- 
mand moved back across the river 
to the same ground we occupied In 
the morning. ThM we moTed three 
miles up stream to another ford on 
the river, where wo remained until 
evening, when Oen. Cteborne opened 
» the battle with great fury, seven 
miles to our right, near Chlcka- 
maof* ItatloB. 

Soon we reeeired orders to move 
to Oen. Ctebome's aeelataaeo. About 
night we arrlred at another ford on 
the river and ss the battle was rag- 
ing, we wno ordored to wade the 
Stream. We arrived on the battl"?- 
lleld about io o'clock p. m. The 
Bight was cool and frosty and we 
had nothing to eat The boyt were 
we» and cold and spent moat of the 
night trying to dry their clothes 
by what tire wp \vi>re allowed to 
have. Manv a beardless hoy whom 
a fond mother had pressed to her 
i bosom with a farewell prayer 



that he might sooq return home 
again, was there In that wet eondt- 
tlon. spending his last night on 

earth. 

The morning of the 20th day of- 
September, 1863, dawned. The land- 
scape was gray with frost. All 
night long the axles and the cluck 
of the artllery wheels could be 
heard, ahowlng that Iwilt gntA arm- 
ies were getting ready for tbe final 
contest. 

Soon after sun-up the roll of "ur 
regiment was called, and then we 
took (),ur position |n line of battle. 
For soma uttknown cause there was 
no advance, made until Mta In the 
morning. At twenty minutes past 
eight o'clock a cannon Hred. Im- 
mediately a line three miles long 
moved forward. We crossed a 
stresm, then over a glade, up a 
gentle slope, and then the thunder 
of artillery and ratUe of musketry 
told us they were there. We soon 
saw that we were up against their 
works. In our second charge on 
their works K. C. Shull was killed 
and .Tames Chlnn was shot down 
and carried off the field, a cripple 
for life. Many others of our boys 
were wounded; in fact, our compa- 
nv lort about half their number In 
killed and wounded. 

The command did not succeed in 
carrvliig the works t"I about sun- 
down, when th" YanVoes pave up 
the flght and fled In the direction of 
Chsttanooga. Our bors were tired 
and hungry and thoae who were 
not wounded slept on the ground 
where the lighting had occurred till 
nest momlnp. We lav on the bat- 
tleflefd all ''nv it"- !iFt. tiiere be- 
ing details from both armies buiy- 
tng the dead.

The Owenaboro Messenger says: 
One of the last acts of the grand 

jury, which adjourned Thursday af- 
ternoon, was to return an indict- 
ment Into the court charging W. A. 
Sherrlll, former cashier of the 
Utica Depoalt bank, with the embes- 
ilement of fS.OOO from that insti- 
tution. For several years Sherrlll 
had been cashier of the tiank and 
during the term of years, he Is 
said to have appropriated some- 
thing over 15.000 to his own use. 

The oTldenee that caused the 
grand Jury to return the indictment 
was given by Dr. Holmes, Beatty 
.Tenell, .Iiiiip May, T. A. Pedley and 
M. L. Ogden, Jr., the tirst three be- 
ing connected with the bank and 
the other two having made an ex- 
amination into the recorlla and 
books of the bank at the time 
that It was thought that Sherrlll 
was short In his ncinints. 

After the examination made by 
Mr. Pedley, Sherrlll left ftica. and 
for some time afterward It was 
sUted that be was In Webster coun- 
ty, trying to raise money to take 
care of the shortage. As soon as 
the shortage was discovered, the 
Fidelity and Deposit company, of 
Maryland, which was surety on 
SherriU's bond In the sum of |10.- 
000, was notified of the shortage 
and at once aent a repraoontatlve 
here to make an Investigation of 
the hank. This Investigation show- 
ed clearly that the first check made 
by Messrs. Pedley and Ogden had 
been correct and that the cashier 
was reaHy short In a aum that ap- 
proximated ts.ooo. 

The bonding company did not 
nuke any Offort to have Sherrlll ar- 
retted at the time that he was In 
Webster county, but later when an 
effort was made to locate him, he 
could not be found, and sinco the 
time that he left Utica he has not 
been seen in this county, and his 
whereabouts are unknown. 

The grand Jury took up the in- 
vestigation of the case earlv fills 
week and now that »n indictment 
has been returned against the man, 
the ofllcers will make sn effort to 
ret onto his track, and see if he 
can not he taken Into custody. 

It Is understood that the bonding 
companv lias admitted the short- 
sire and tha» It hfs arrB^ifed to nsv 
the bank the amount of 'he ro«s It 
sustained bv res«on of the pecula- 
tions of the cashier.

The alleged "night-rider" cases 
have a peculiar Interest In tbe 
tobacco decision, aa the so-call- 
ed "Tobacco Tmat" baa bought 
most of Ita barter tobacco in 
Kentuelijr. Por a long time 
the planters of Kentucky could 
not sell to anjr one but ag- 
ents of spcculaton. Tbese burers 
induced the planters to adhere to 
tbe "loose" market metbod, which 
Iwd quite a Togue la both Keatuckx 
•nd Tennessee. "Bargain hunters" 
would be a more appropriate name 
for most of thefe buyers, who used 
many daric and devious methoda to 
beat down the planters' prlcei for 
their products. Parts of a crop 
would be taken br «b* aet of bur- 
era, whose factoriea could use only 
eertain grades, and part would be 
taken by another. 

An effort was made to get the 
American Tobacco Company to ea- 
tabliah buying agencies throughout 
Kentucky. As factortea were ab- 
sorbed, the number of buyers de- 
creased, and eventually the selling 
agencies were opened. The Amer- 
ican Tobacco Trust, with Its Im- 
mense capacity, was in a position to 
Uke all of tbe product. Buying 
direct from the farmer Instead of 
the planter, bigher pricea could be 
paid. This made tbe trust buyers 
poiiular, anil thp speculators were 
driven from the field. 

About four years ago the spirit 
of combining began to assert it- 
self in Kentucky, and on January 
S, 1907, in a meeting at Winches- 
ter, Ky., the gr«»wers of burlsy as- 
sembled to a call by rnuntles. When 
the reports were opened It was 
found that 92,800 acres of the 
choicest tobacco lands in Kentuclcy 
were pledged as a trust against a 
trust This brought practically 
half of the State acreairo into the 
hands of one man. The Hurley To- 
bacco Society was to all Intents a 
branch of the Society of Kqulfy. 
Bach county was divided into dis- 
tricts, and each district had a lo- 
cal union, which seated a man in a 
County Board of Control, and each 
County Hoard in turn sent ft man 
to the State Hoard of Control at 
Winchester. riarenre LeBus, of 
Cynthlana, was the I'resldent of the 
■ftclety. 

Thia waa tbe beginning of the 
«rusade for kigheir prices for burley 
tobacco, as it waa planned to "cor- 
ner" the supply of tobacco and hold 
It until the American Tobacco Cora- 
pfryy and the Independent buyers 
wf-uld he compelled to pay a price 
for tobacco to be nxed by LeBus 
and bis aasoelatsa. 

Members of the Burley Tobacco 
Comnany delivered tbe 1906 crop 
of tobaorn. as yet unsold, to their 
Countv Boards of Control, and it 
•vaa planned to do the same with 
the li>07 crop. It was the plan of 
the Societr to sell it In lumps direct 
tg the mannfaeinrera. 

nrowers Who were unpledged 
were ureed to do so. for If was 
shown that any tobacco coming to 
the marke* would rut prices. ThA 
creed of Gquitv was prepared and 
It became a nolitical iasue In many 
eonntlcis of Keatnekr. 

Independent trowers refused to 
nledee themselves to the pool. The 
Hnrlev Tobacco Soc'etv was flght- 
ine. tl'evefore. the Tobacco trust, 
the tndeoendent manufacturers and 
the l'«<1eDendent growers. The lat- 
ter foU that tber should sell their 
tobacco as tbey pleased. Many 
were converted to the ranks of the 
Pocietv, Rqulty hones rose with 
the harvestlni! of the 1007 crop: 
the test of the pool was at hand, 
snd it looked like prices were ad- 
vanolne. On delivery of their eron^. 
members receiTed rerttfleates of d*- 
livorv which merelv credited them 
with the number of po'undN of to- 
hacco t'liit f'ov had pooled. The | 
ce-»l''c8tr> ronld he sold or used 
rnilati>rgi. b'lt fhev oonM not sell 
t»><t '♦oba''c*>— hsd rlvsn up all 
title to that. TbAtr pav would come 
onlr w»<«n the Fxecutire Commlt- 
fM'Nt Wtnc^•>ster sew fit fo sell the 
tohncco. As a ronseoneiiee the 
valvie of the certlflcates deprecfsted. 
and many of the growers realised 



that they could do better acting on 

their own tfiitiatlve. 

As the season advanced the pool 
grew to millions of pounds, but the 
bulk of it remained unsold. The 
American Tobacco Company bad 
apparently lost Intertat In the Ken- 
tucky tobacco. Eventually it an- 
nounced that It would buy tobacco 
from any growers at prices that 
could be agreed upon. It was 
hinted that the "Tobacco Trust 
bad obtained all tbe tobacco it need- 
ed at tower prices than were quot- 
ed by the pool. In the end the pool 
had 80,000,000 pounds of the 1907 
crop and about n.ono.ooi) pounds 
of the 1908 on hand, unable to dis- 
pose of it Tliousands of planters 
were depending upon the money to 
be realised from tbla tobaeoo for 
their existence in tbe coming year. 
The Tobacco Trust did not buy as 
was expected. P. K. Smith. Direc- 
tor-Manager of the American To- 
bacco Company at LoulsTllle, waa 
the chief buyer for tbe trust, but 
be showed no disposition to get to- 
pether with LeBus, the head of the 
Burley Tobacco Society, tor a price

"The American Tobacco Compa- 
ny has bought 75 per cent, of the 
I90h pooled tobacco at schedule 
prices and \6 per cent, of the 1907 
pooled toimceo at graded prices to 
average 17 cents round.

Tlu' few cents had been added to 
the price of a pound Of tobacco. The 
Burley Society bad won its great 
fight. 

The deal meant a caah sale of 70,- 
000,000 pounds of tobscco for about 

$13,000,000. an unthinkable bulk 
of product for nn unthinkable num- 
ber of dollars and cents, the largest 
sale of the kind in the history of 
the worid. 

About 60,000.000 pouada of tbe 
1907 crop brought 17 cents. Deduct 
two cents for storage, insurance Mid 
prlxlng, and tbe gsower— Br specu- 
lator — geta IB cents. About 10,- 
000,000 pounds of tbe 1»0< crop 
brought SOH cents.

conference. However, In the fall of seven to ten cents. The Equity idea 



1907 they did get together at Win- 
chester. Tbe eonferanee at Win- 
chester adjourned without action — 
prices did Mt suit and the Boeiety 
was told that It emild keep Ita to- 
bacco. 

The growers did not surrender, 
and tbey set about to create a fam- 
ine in tobacco, pledging that they 
would not rafaM any crop in 1*08. 
It was figured that the advance In 
prices, which would be obtained for 
their 1006 and 1807 eropa, would 
pay them for one yVM'a Cutting out 
of the planting. 

Many of the small planters had 
diapooed of tbeir certlttcatts and 
they realised that they eoald not 
afford to dispense with planting to- 
bacco to raise money the next fall. 
This led to growls of dissatisfac- 
tion, and the "nli?ht rider" outrages 
became a matter of history. So- 
called traltora to Equity were de- 
signated as "dumpers." "Leaks" 
In the agreemeni that bound all 
members of the Society to dellTer 
all of their crops began to crop out. 
and It was found that some growers 
had purposely held out a part of 
their crOp, selling It and cutting 
down tbe price. 

The 1807 burley cro9 had 
amounted to SSO.000,000 pounda. 
Half of this, raised and sold by in- 
dependent growers, had ruined the 
K(i\ilty corner In Inirley. If these 
independent growers raised a crop 
In 1908 they would neutralize the 
famine campaign. They simply had 
to be eonveried to the Bqutty idea: 
that was all. But bow? Oentle 
proselyting bad already failed with 
them. 

Demands were made upon the 
growers to leave tobacco planting 
aside for a year. Many refuaed. 
and In Mareb. 1808, "Dayllgbt Ar- 
mies" made their flrat appearance In 
Bracken and Mason counties. They 
sppealed to growers to remember 
the slogan of "No tobacco In 1908." 
If thev refuaed. they found their 
beds of tobacco "scraped" the next 
morning — thia being the first algns 
of the "night ridera." Local au- 
thorities maintaining that they 
were powerless to prevent the 
"night rider" outrages, Oovernor 
Wlllson called out companies of 
militia to preserve order, protect 
growers who insisted upon planting 
tobacco and to reduce the deeds of 
Tiolenee. 

At the end of 1808 it was found 
that burley tobacco bad been grown, 
despite the "night riding." These 
crops were called "shotgun crops," 
and were hidden as soon as har- 
vested. Owing to the pariial fam- 
ine these crops of tobacco were sold 
In tbe summer and early fall of 

1908 at good prices. A record price 
of 30 cents waa established In Lex- 
ington. The lowest Quotations hov- 
ered around IS cents. Tbe 1908 
crop was estimated at about Sfi,- 
000,000 pounds. Country banks 
had to call In loans they had made 
on tobacco certlflcntes. T-onlsvllle 
banks had $4.onn,noo out on tobac- 
co naner. Members of the pool be- 



had doubled the cents 

More than 20. i pounds re- 

mained in the pool, but this was 
promptly sold on the same terms to 
16 independent firms, which added 
t8.7B0.OOO more to the big sum for 
Kentneky.

He adds that tho depositors 
will not lose one pennv of the mon- 
ey, but ssva it is time for the d< 
rectors and stockholders to be look- 
ing Into tbe affairs of the bank and 
)iee how thev are belnp ronduct^d 

He reiterated the stit<MiU'nt that 
there Is no need for nliirm. and 
that the banks on the \vv%,ii(. i.'f* in 
much better condition to-dav than 
thev have been at any time since he 
came into office. The stockholders 
and directors, and not the denosl- 
tors, are the persons connected with 
the banks who should begin the in- 
vestigation, he says.
